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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Lalonde et al. has no 
motivation to teach a shapeable element since their device is intended solely for endovascular applications unlike the present invention 
which treats exposed tissue. The fact that Lalonde et al. discloses a device for endovascular applications does not preclude it from being 
enhanced to include a shapeable element. 

Applicant argues that Benson does not disclose a shapeable rod that conforms an enclosure to exposed tissue. In column 9 lines 33-35 
Benson discloses a metallic rod (shapeable element) that assists in maintaining the mass in a curved configuration. 

Applicant argues that Dobak III is different from the present invention since Dobak discloses a device for endovascular applications. The 
assessment that Dobak III is used for endovascular applications as opposed to cryoablation does not provide any structural differences 
between Dobak and the present invention that would make the latter patentable over the prior art. 
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
